‘Palestinian state in Gaza could be acceptable’ 


THE IDF will not return to 
the Gaza Strip, because Israel 
cannot find the Islamic terror- 
ists there and it has no interest 
in returning to seething Pales- 
tinian areas of discontent, 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said in a pre-Pessah interview 
with The Jerusalem Post yester- 
day.

Rabbi Beri — who ‘ opened 


door to Ethopians’ — dies 


RABBI Shmuel Beri, whose ha- 
lachic decision on Ethiopian Jew- 
ty in the 1950s helped pave the 
way for their acceptance in Israel 
as Jews, died on Monday. He was 
90. 


At Beri’s funeral in Kiryat 
Shmuel, Rabbi Yosef Hadana, 
the chief rabbi of the Ethiopian 
community, eulogized Beri by 
saying, ‘‘He opened the door to 
Israel for the community. Many 
people came to Ethiopia to re- 
search us, but he did not come to 
do research, he came {0 set up a 
school.”" 

Beri went to Ethiopia in 1953 
on behalf of the Chief Rabbinate, 
to render a decision on the Jew- 
ishness of the community. 

He stayed there for four years, 
and opened a Jewish school in 
Asmara. 

Beri’s opinion was that the Fa- 
Tashas, as Ethiopian Jews were 
then known, were indeed Jews, 
but they would have to undergo 


ritual immersion before being

Jewish world was not practiced in 
Ethiopia, some of the Falashas 
may not have been born of Jewish 
mothers. 


Ethiopian Jews were not ac- 
cepted as Jews entitled to come to 
Israel under the Law of Retum 
until 1975. 

“Beri was bom in Sighet, Tran- 
sylvania in 1905, and immigrated 
to Israel in 1949. He settled in 
Safed, where he helped set up the 
rabbinical court and religious 
council there. In the 1960s he 
served as a rabbi in Helsinki, and 
then in The Hague. In the 1970s, 
he retamed to Isree] where he 
had a pulpit in Givafayim.

Details of Tuesday night’s at- 
tacks near the Rwandan border 
were sketchy,-but UN officials 
said the first assault was on 
Iwinja, a Zairian island in the 
southern tip of Lake Kivu. 

Ron Redmond. spokesman for 
the UN refugee agency in Gene- 
va, said the assailants arrived on 
the island at 10:20 p.m. in three 
barges and a rubber boat. 


There, the uniformed raiders 
killed two people and wounded 
five, apparently all Zaireans, 
Redmond said. The island houses 
πὸ refugees. 

“They then went onto the 
western shore,” Redmond said. 
“They surrounded a refugee 
camp called Birava” and opened 
fire with automatic rifles and 
grenades. 

Twenty-six refugees in the 
camp two kilometers from the is- 
land were killed and 49 wounded, 
16 of them seriously — many of 
them women and children, he 
said.

KGB secret archives on 
Hitler to be published 


MOSCOW (Reuter) - Secret 
files on the life, death and re- 
mains of Adolf Hitler will be 
opened for the first time next 
month when a Russian publishing 
house releases a computer pro- 
gram based on data from the 
KGB security police. 

Officials from the Progress 
Publishing Group said yesterday 
that their multi-media program 
would prove beyond doubt that 
Hitler committed suicide in 1945 
and Soviet authorities burned the 
remains and dumped the ashes 25 
years later. 

“This really is the final page in 
Hitler's story,” said Progress offi- 
cial Sergei Zavyalov. 

Official Soviet historians had 
elong insisted there was no direct 
οἰ evidence: that Hitler committed 
τ Suicide on April 30, 1945. 

Some suggested that Hitler, as 
well as other senior Nazis, might 
have escaped and gone into 
hiding. 

But earlier this month Russian 
and German media published 
documents proving that Hitler 
died in 1945 and was buried on a 


Soviet army base in the East Ger- 
man city of Magdeburg. 

They also displayed a 1970 or- 
der from then KGB chief. Yuri 
Andropov that the remains be 
burned and the ashes dumped. 

The one-page report by a KGB 
special squad forms part of the 
English-language computer ar- 
chive, called simply ‘‘Hitler™. 

It says the remains of Hitler, 
his wife Eva Braun, Hitler's pro- 
paganda chief Joseph Goebbels, 
his wife and six children had been 
burnt to ashes on April 5, 1970. 

“This certificate that the burn- 
ing actually took place ends 
guesses and reports of previous 
decades,” Zavyalov said. 

Stored on a laser disc, the pro- 
gram it comprises 170 pages of 
documents, hundreds of photo- 

hs and more than 30 minutes 
of documentaay film. Progress of- 


: ficials were coy about how much 


it would cost. 

“Most of the documents, pic- 
tures and films, as well as pieces 
of evidence by Nazi officials have 
never been published before.” 
Zavyalov said.

JOHANNESBURG (AP) - 
President Nelson Mandela rein- 
stated his estranged wife, Win- 
nie, as a deputy cabinet minister 
yesterday in an apparent prelude 
to firing her again. 

The government said Mrs. 
Mandela’s legal challenge to her 
dismissal March 27 had influ- 
enced the decision to reinstate 
her as deputy minister of arts, 
culture, science and technology. 
Deputy President Thabo Mbeki, 
in a statement, said the original 
firing had been “technically and 
procedurally invalid.”

Ϊ finds religion in jail, and thereafter reacts 
indignantly to any suggestion that he is 
not of impeccable character, is a well-wom 
cliche of aberrant human behavior. Enter Sad- 
dam Hussein and his cohorts, caught red-hand- 
ed with their bloedstained hands in the till in 
Kuwait, and removed from civilized interna- 
tional society because of it. 

Now, once again, we must endure innocent- 
faced spokesmen for the Iraqi clique on our 
television screens as they indignantly protest 
about conspiracies to accuse them falsely of 
hiding a biological weapons program. Even 
more irritating is the growing chorus of gullible 
do-gooders who defy common sense to swallow 

. the tall tales of the condemned criminals. 

The relentless chief United Nations weapons 
inspector, Rolf Ekeus, has issued a report say- 
ing Baghdad may be trying again to wind up its 
secret biological warfare program. Ekeus has 
consistently shown a healthy disregard for the 
lies and denials that have poured out of Sad- 
dam’s bunkers since the end of the Gulf War 
and his UN team has an impressive record of 
ferreting out and destroying the dictator’s 
doomsday toys. ; 

Once again Ekeus has refused to bow to 
pressures for the easing of sanctions on Iraq. 
For him, it’s a matter not of politics but of 
simple arithmetic, as his report clearly states. 
Iraqi officials have been unable to deny that 
Saddam imported 39 tons of bacteria-making 
material since 1988 and Ekeus finds 17 tons 
totally unaccounted for. The Lraqis say the com- 
plex growth medium, in which viruses and 
bacteria are cultivated, was used for domestic 
medical purposes. Ekeus says 200 kg per year 
would be the maximum amount legitimate hos- 
pitals or laboratories could use. And those mys- 
terious 17 tons are still missing. 

“This importation of media by types, quanti- 
ties, and packaging is grossly out of proportion 
to Iraq’s stated requirements for hospital use,”’ 


SRAELIS may be forgiven for viewing the 

crackdown on Hamas and Islamic Jihad in 

Gaza with a grain of skepticism. True, for 
the first time since the Palestinian Authority 
was established, Gaza’s special security courts 
have sentenced Jihad activists to jail terms, 
including a life sentence. And it’s true, too, that 
for the first time a warning has gone out that all 
weapons must be registered. (Not requisitioned, 
as the Voice of Israel radio, perhaps swept by 
wishful thinking, erroneously reported 
yesterday.) 

In the roundup following the two suicide 
bombings on Sunday more than 200 suspects 
were detained. But as Peace Watch — the organi- 
zation monitoring both sides’ adherence to the 
agreement — has pointed out, there have been 11 
such roundups since the Palestinian Police en- 
tered Gaza. In most cases the detainees were 
released within days. Only in past months have 
a few dozen Democratic Front, Hamas, and 
Jihad operatives been kept in prison. 

Though the current roundup seems more seri- 
ous than its predecessors, there is no indication 
of any genuine desire to subdue the terrorist 
organizations. What seems to motivate Yasser 
Arafat is the fear that Israel would effectively 
Stop the process and refuse to withdraw the 
army from Arab population centers in Judea and 
Samaria, and the prospect that the US will 
refuse to grant the PLO funds, citing its inaction 
On terrorism as the reason.

Never at a loss for a new tactic, Iraqi officials 


have denied every shred of evidence that Sad- 
dam is unrepentant in seeking to rebuild a 
dangerous arsenal. They have zeroed in on “‘the 
suffering of the Iraqi people’? which, as they 
have noticed, attracts swarms of do-gooder and 
apologist gadflies. They have mixed the propa- 
ganda with confused threats against ‘‘those who 
fail to react positively”’ to Iraq's “‘compliance"’ 
with Gulf War disarmament resolutions. Nouri 
Marsoumi, an information ministry official, 
said if UN Security Council members did not 
halt ‘“‘the exposed American ρου "ἡ then Iraq 
would have to react and ‘‘put an end to it on its 
own’”’ -- surely the mother of all blusters. 


Unfortunately, Baghdad has far too many 


unwitting or misguided allies in its classic disin- 
formation campaign. Instead of fuming about 
Saddam’s attempt to make biological weapons 
which could kill millions, or his jailing of 
innocent Americans for eight years, far too 
many commentators this week have been quot- 
ing ‘‘shocked’’ Saddam stooges in Iraq. ‘‘Ob 
God, how long must we wait?’’ lamented ‘‘a 
former schoolteacher’ in a Baghdad street. 
““We're angry, but what can we do?"’ said a 
fishmonger ‘‘who had hoped to hear good 
when Ekeus reported to the UN.” Saddam is 
surely grateful for such articulate fishmongers 
and former teachers who can tell foreign media 
the honest truth.

Moreover, Arafat seems to be using the

After 
meeting President Hosni Mubarak in Cairo, he 
charged that the donor countries have failed to 
deliver on their promises to contribute to the 
Palestinian Authority’s economy. Grandiose 
plans for an airport and a harbor in Gaza have 
also failed to materialize, he said, because the 
potential investors have not come through. 
What he failed to mention was that his adminis- 
tration’s corruption has become notorious. 

True to tradition, Arafat places the blame 
everywhere but at the Palestinians’ doorstep. 
Instead of searching for scapegoats, he would 
do better to unequivocally renounce the armed 
struggle, stop venerating its ‘‘martyrs”’ at every 
opportunity, extradite terrorists wanted for the 
murder of Israelis, and use bis huge police force 
to eliminate the Islamic and radical militias. 
Anything short of that can only make his ex- 
pressions of sympathy for terror victims and the 
ballyhooed arrests of opponents seem like an 
exercise in public relations.

That was the first lesson of

days. He called in his local lock- 
smith, and told him to create the 
conntry’s first personal weapon. 

The locksmith’ traveled widely, 
buying every kind of weapon he 
could lay his hands on. On his 
return, he created the legendary 
Uzi, still in worldwide use. 

in 1967, Israel was stabbed in 
the back by Charles de Gaulle 
three days before the outbreak of 
the Six Day War. Enraged by the 
way Israel had ignored his advice 
to adopt a purely defensive strat- 
egy, the haughty French presi- 
dent clamped a total embargo on 
weapons that had already beer 
paid for. These included vital 
spare parts for French planes, 
then the backbone of the Israel 
Air Force. 

Fortunately, the first strike by 
the Israeli Mirages crippled 


al 


Egypt. Israel managed, by the 
skin of its teeth, to cope without 


replacements for damaged equip-~ 


ment. 

Surely Rabin ought to have re- 
membered this, of all lessons. He 
was so desperately fearful that 
Israel was facing disaster, that he 
suffered a breakdown, and 
pleaded with Ezer Weizman, 
then deputy chief of staff, to take 
over the conduct of the war. 

In the event, no such interven- 
tion was necessary and Israel’s 
forces won, despite Rabin’s ab- 


seems. 

AT: official recently re- 
vealed that over the eight-year 
period in the past decade that 
Rabin has been minister of de- 
fense, the amount of money 
spent on developing new weap- 


pen 

In 1962, when Peres was depu- 
ty minister of defense, then-dep- 
uty chief of staff Rabin sneered at 
his project to build an Israeli mis- 
5116. It was only during Mena- 
chem Begin’s regime that defense 
ministers Ezer Weizman and Ari- 
el Sharon ensured that the Shavit 
became a successful reality. 

Ironically, Rabin indirectly 
seized the credit for the Ofek-3 
satellite last week by releasing 
the news of its launch to the 
world. The satellite ‘highlights 
Israel’s technological level and 
know-how,” he said. 

This may have brought a smile 
to Peres’s face, for the Ofek-3 
was hurled into the sky by his 
much-maligned brainchild, the 
Shavit rocket. 

And perhaps the prime minis- 
ter finally got the message: Focus 
ag much energy aud resources 
into Israeli scientific and military 
R&D programs as possible, in- 
stead of allowing them to wither 
away for lack of financing.

1S eyes speak. 
They look out from a 
body that can't move. 
They see and understand the 
most complex device ever pro- 
duced - the microprocessor, 
brain of computers. 

And they keep Mike Ward 
productive nine years after he de- 
veloped amyotrophic lateral scle- 
tosis (ALS), or Lou Gehrig's 
disease. 

Ward is able to work four days 
a week as a physicist and engi- 
neer at Intel Corp., the largest 
maker of computer chips, be- 
cause his computer has a camera 
that follows his eyes, which 
“type” by looking at letters on 
the screen. 

When he finishes a sentence 
and looks at “enter,"a voice syn- 
thesizer speaks the words he 
wrote, This is how he converses.

Piracy and pleasure 
replace correctness | 
in crowded satire 


BOOKS 
RICHARD EDER 


OR an author whose novels 
are as emotionally arduous 
as Jane Smiley's — her muse 
must shed 7 kg. each time she 
wrestles with it - a carousal on 
the order of Moo must be a relief. 

For the reader it is fun, but 
perhaps not quite as much fun. It 
is a playful takeoff on too many 
things, all crowded together and 
happening at once. 

Among its topics are the super- 
heated life of a university com- 
munity, the schemes and vanities 
of academe, the utter flatness of 
the American Midwest, men who 
are powerful and crass and wom- 
en who are foolish enough to give 
in to them (or try to be like 
them); men who are unsuccessful 
and nice and women for whom 
the ideal lover is a long-distance 
truck driver (drives hard and 
doesn’t around). 

At her best -- I like her novella 
Ordinary Love as much as any- 
thing she’s done -- Smiley makes a 
rare fusion of literary and polemi- 
cal strengths. At other times it is 
less a fusion than a tussle: in A 
Thousand Acres, for instance, 
where a pithy vision of farms and 
farm families is forced around the 
armature of a King Lear plot as a 
way of making. a point about 
incest 


Moo is all points, but Smiley 
doesn’t force them. She strings 
them loosely on a loose story 
about the political pressures that 
try to shrink Moo University, a 
baleful billionaire who wants to 
subsidize it to advance his 
schemes and a last-minute rescue 
that puts everything miraculously 
right. 

The story flares and subsides 
and ends in a deliberately. im- 
probable “‘and they all lived hap- 
pily ever after.” 

Smiley is plainly more intetest- 
ed in her satirical and thematic 
points, which she embodies in

jets around the world reforming 
‘the economies of small countries 
to conform to the principles of 
free enterprise. His religion, Smi- 
ley writes, was the production of 
consumer goods; God, as the au- 
thor of stars, planets and nebu- 
lae, was the Supreme Producer. 

There is Nils, agronomist and 
anissionary for the Green Revolu- 
tion that brought hybrid cor, 
pesticides and industrial agricul- 
ture to the Third World. He is 
opposed by X, chairman of the 
horticulture department. A fiery 
former Marxist and eccentric, X 
detests the effect of big agricul- 
ture on smal) buman cultures. 

He sees the struggle as “row 
planting vs. bed planting, mono- 
culture vs. polyculture. mechani- 
cal cultivation vs. human cultiva- 
tion, fertilizer vs. compost, feed 
crops vs. food crops.” 

There is Margaret Bell, a bril- 
liant black English professor bat 
an innocent in the tactics of ca- 
reer advancement; and Cate, a 
brilliant black chemist who is a 
comically cold tactician; sympa- 
thetic, too, in that he is simply 
using the Establishment’s meth- 
ods against itself. 

There is Jellinek, who per- 
suades four huge corporations to 
bid for his scheme to iocrease 
milk production by chemically in- 
ducing false-labor symptoms in 
cows.

she gets things done to suit both 
her convictions and her interests. 
She transfers funds from the 
athletics budget to the library, for 
example, to pay researchers to 
track down Martin’s maneuvers. 
The university's rules “were a 
subset of Lorraine Walker's.” 
She stokes her energies in nightly 
sessions of energetic sex with her 
female lover. ᾿ 
Sex and the politics of gender 
are at the heart of most of the 
individual stories. Smiley shows 
little interest in correctness. Her 
bent is piracy and pleasure. 


EXCEPT FOR one pitiable ca- 
reerist, all her women are hero- 
ines. Some, like Walker and Hel- 
en — who cooks mighty meals, 
powers the Romance Languages 
Department and engages in fiery 
middle-aged sex with the deticate 
but saintly Ivar -- are chieftains. 

Others are victims who, like 
the woman who flees her Chris- 
tian fundamentalist fiancé for a 
truck driver, turn rebel. 

The men get a much firmer 
hand. Unlike the women, they 
are not to be allowed power. Vir- 
tue, kindness, sexiness, warmth, 
neediness and genius are wel- 
come, as long as it is understood 
that no power shall result. 

Ivar fights for things, but 
authority is with his secretary. 
Chairman X’s obsessions and er- 
ratic randiness irk both his long- 
time companion and his mistress, 
but they manage him well and the 
only power he really wants is to 
.be able to raise hell — he insti- 
gates the anti-Martin riots -- and 
his garden. 

There is considerable wit in all 
this. Smiley's provocative intelli- 
gence ranges widely. She knows 
farming, genetics, how a univer- 
sity budget is torn apart, how ten- 
ure meetings go, what it is like to 
have a stroke, how politics is 
played and how things feel. 

One of the best scenes comes 
when a loutish white student mut- 
ters “nigger” at Mary, a black 
classmate who tries to sit down at 
his table. Disbelieving, she asks 
him to repeat it, and he does. Her 
friends rally tactfully but they are 
too tactiul. ing is needed. 

The word bas done damage 
and the repetition has done dou- 
ble damage. Until a stroke of jus- 
tice comes at the end, Mary is on 
the point of giving up college. 
Smiley's story has the caprice of a 
fable, part satirical and part 
serious. 

If neither satire nor seriousness 
entirely works, it is because the 
author's hand grows heavy and 
because the weight is imposed 
too long and too simultaneously 
over too many stories. 

It takes Smiley a great deal of 
space to introduce her two dozen 
characters at the start and dis- 
patch them all at the end. It is 
endless expository packing and 
unpacking and the need, at each 
stage of the story, to move them 
all along, one by one or two by 
two. 
In the slow, lateral checker- 
board advance, none of the 
pieces is taken — except for the 
inventor who dies — and they all 
remain crowding the board from 
start to finish. :

The surprise offer of $55 a 
share from Kerkorian’s Tracinda 
Corp., which already owns 10% 
of Chrysler, comes more than a 
decade after the nation’s No. 3 
automaker tumed to the govern- 
ment for loan guarantees to avoid 
bankruptcy. 

The bid values Chrysler at a 
total $22.8b. 

Tracinda, a developer of Las 
Vegas casino hotels that once 
also owned the MGM Grand Inx- 
ury airline, said former Chrysler 
chairman Lee Iacocca would con- 
tribute about $50 million in 


Chrysler stock to its effort but 
would take no management role. 
Sacocca helped arrange $15b. 
in federal loan guarantees for 
Chrysler in 1980 and guided the 
automaker back into profitability 
from the brink of bankruptcy.

Histadrut budget goes 
just over a billion 


THE Histadrut executive’ yester- 
day approved the NIS 1.1 billion 
1085 budget. NIS 439.8 million is 
the regular operating budget and 
NIS 661m. is a special budget 
earmarked for covering debts and 
severance pay for fired workers. 

Shas's Yehada Avidan and Da- 
vid Ta) voted against the budget, 

and Na’amat Chairwoman Offa 
Friedman and Gershon Gelman, 
both of Labor, abstained. 

Treasurer Haim Oron said the 
regular budget reflects ἃ 40 per- 
cent reduction in last year’s 
equivalent budget and a 50% cut 
in personnel. It reflects the in- 
creased importance with which 
the new Histadrut leadership re-

gards the trade union and the la- 
bor council sections, which τὸ- 
ceived 25% and 30% of the bud- 
get, respectively. : 

The money needed to fund the 
budget is expected to be raised by

Olmert fires deputy mayor 


JERUSALEM Mayor Ehud Ol- 
mert yesterday sacked one of his 
deputy mayors, Meshulam Amit, 
on the grounds he was threaten- 
ing city officials with accusations 
of financial wrongdoings.

“What Olmert did was legal ~ 
an attempt to influence the out- 
come of a police investigation — 
and I have filed a complaint with 
police against him,’’ Amit said.

wrote that “‘more than once you 
threatened workers, saying Tu 
throw you all in jail."* 

“In countless meetings you 
harmed, degraded, and threat- 
ened workers with allegations 
that were totally without basis,” 
Olmert wrote. 

“Jt is unacceptable that you 
would take action against work- 
ers without first consulting me 
about your complaints,” the may-

Amit, meanwhile, said he 
planned to show up for work to- 
day at city hall, despite Olmert’s 
letter removing his portfolio.
